Summary of Year 1928 Shows Many 
Outstanding Events Occurred Here 



Boro and School Tax Rates 
Cut; New Post Office 
Erected; Other Gains. 



BASEBALL PROSPERED 



The year just past has been in 
many ways a noteworthy one in 
the history of Nat-berth. Many im- 
portant and interesting events oc- 
curred and in order to help its 
readers recall some of them, "Our 
Town" has prepared a digest of 
the news. 

The year marked by economical 
running of the borough Govern- 
ment and a consequent saving to 
taxpayers. Two reductions in 
taxes were made during" the year, 
one of four mills in the borough 
tax rate and a one mill cut in the 
school tax rate. The floating in- 
debtedness of the borough was 
also wiped out testifying to the 
sound financial condition of Nar- 
berth. 

In the sphere of material things, 
two noteworthy improvements 
were made; the new post office 
and the reconstruction of Elm 
Hall. The former gave Narberth 
its first adequate post office build- 
ing and the latter filled a long felt 
want of the Fire Company, Coun- 
cil and the Woman's Community 
Club. 

The dcmolishment of the old 
freight station on the railroad 
properly and the removal of the 
tracks was the first step in the de- 
velopment of the new station pro- 
gram for Narberth. The clearing 
of the concourse has remained the 
only one to date, however. 

Transportation facilities have 
increased with the advent of the 
Wynnewood road bus line, operat- 
ing from Overbrook to Bryn 
Mawr. Protests against this line 
by residents of Narberth and 
Merion and bv borough officials 
011 account of the condition of the 
road, were of no avail. 

Traffic thrust forth its hydras 
head at intervals throughout the 
year, particuarly on Haverford 
avenue where congestion centered. 
Two attempts at enforcement of 
the regulations supposed to 
govern that street proved the im- 
practicability of the present rules 
and the first of the year will see 



their overhauling. 

An eminently successful base- 
ball season was engaged in by the 
Narberth Baseball Club. 

Games with Hilldale and House 
of David attracted crowds of MOO 
and over to the playground. Re- 
joining the Main Line League in 
the second half, the local outfit 
made an uphill light to tie the 
leaders and then capture the penn- 
ant by a double defeat of l.'erwyn. 
A victory over Bryn Mawr, first 
half winners, gave Narberth its 
old position of king of the dia- 
mond on the Main Line. 

The year was saddened by the 
death of several well-known and 
beloved citizens. 

An innovation in local educa- 
tional circles took place with the 
summer session of the borough 
schools, conducted by advanced 
students of the University of 
Pennsylvania. 

The spring was marked by re- 
newed life shown by the recrea- 
tion board in throwing open the 
Community Building to more 
local organizations. 

The great popular enthusiasm 
produced everywhere by the 
presidential election took a sim- 
iliar course in the borough. 
Hoover and Smith Clubs were 
formed, record enrollment of vot- 
ers in the three districts was report- 
ed by the registry assessors and an 
outpouring of voters never before 
equalled or even approached took 
place at the polls on November 6. 
The usual Republican majority 
held sway, despite the greatest 
democratic vote in the history of 
the borough. 

Other community organizations 
prospered accordingly during the 
year. The Community Library 
achieved the greatest circulation 
for the year in its history, and by 
virtue of tin's was able to ask for 
a grant from council so that an ex- 
perienced librarian may be hired 
and the work and usefulness of 
the library increased accordingly. 

Other organizations, the 
W'omans' Community Club, the 
Mother's Council, the League of 
Women Voters, Rotary, etc., ex- 
perienced interesting and success- 
ful seasons in their various ac- 
tivities and fields of endeavor.

Schools Reopen as 

Sickness Declines Here 

The Narberth Public schools 
opened as scheduled ibis Thurs- 
day. An investigation conducted 
by Dr. George A. Sloan, president 
of the Narberth Board of Health, 
through Health Officer George l». 
Suplee, showed that the grippe 
and flu had no real basis in the 
borough. Reports of the various 
local physicians were to the effect 
that most of the children who had 
been sick had now recovered and 
that there was not enough real 
illness to warrant closing the 
schools this week. 

Commenting on the situation 
Dr. Sloan said that while there 
does seem to be more sickness 
than usual this winter there is no 
real flu as yet. An epidemic of 
colds and grippe seems to have 
struck this section and the only 
practical preventives are the 
old-fashioned ones of avoiding 
gatherings of people, care as to 
personal hygeinc, a sufficiency of 
exercise in the open air and nour- 
ishing food.

Parallel parking of one hour 
uration on both sides of Haver- 
ford avenue in the block between 
Narberth and Forest avenues 
went into effect this week. The 
new plan is that worked out by 
the ISoanl of Trade, the Police 
ami Fire Committee of Council, 
and the burgess in joint session. 

The change follows two futile 
attempts to enforce the old regu- 
lations which were adopted about 
two years ago. No change was 
made in the parking rules for the 
block of Haverford between Fs- 
'isex and Forest, where angle 
parking will be permitted as 
hitherto on the north side of the 
street. No parking on tlie south 
side in this block will continue to 
be the rule as has been the case. 
The turn about at the station 
necessitates the enforcement of 
this rule on that side of Haver- 
ford. 

Parallel parking mi both sides of 
Haverford between Forest and 
Narberth should do much to re- 
lieve the traffic congestion in this 
block which always bore the 
brunt of the congestion. It will 
give the merchants on both sides 
of the street a fair deal and will 
make wider lanes for through 
traffic than was the case with an- 
gle parking on the north side of 
the street and what amounted to 
parking on the south side. 

In addition to giving the mer- 
chants on both sides of the street 
an even break parallel parking on 
both sides will eliminate the dan- 
gers of angle parking. It was 
practically impossible to see 
whether the street was clear or 
not, with cars parked on either 
side of one trying to get out. Po- 
lice accident reports have shown 
a decided increase in minor acci- 
dents on Haverford avenue dur- 
ing the last year, and it is hoped 
that this measure may be the 
means of reducing them some- 
what. 

The added factor of safety may 
be discounted in the eyes of some 
drivers by the additional difficulty 
of parking parallel to the curb in 
a short space. Adeptness at this 
art comes with practice, liowever.

Because of Indoor Life 

"It is generally conceded that at this 
time of the year the physical resistance 
of the average person is likely to be 
lower than during the 'open-air' 
months.
